Previous studies indicated that changes in photoperiod had a profound effect on the secretion of prolactin & 
insulin-like growth fector in cows. This study was to determine if photoperiod had a similar effect wi a 
cow’s immune response. Lipolysaccharide (LPS) was the chosen immunostimulant since it stimulates the 
production of the cytokines of interest. One of the principle investigators had extensive experience using 
LPS to assay immune responses in cows. His published studies used a dose of LPS which would produce 
the desired immune response with minimal overt stress. The protocol as approved by the lACUC mandated 
that steers would be monitored hourly and IF clinical signs of overt distress were observed, the cows would 
be treated with antiinflammatoiy and antipyretic drugs. During the course of the study, some signs of 
distress (depression, labored breathing) were observed in several steers. ''These signs, however, were 
relieved with supportive care as described and by the next day the steers appeared clinically normal.

LPS is an endotoxin and a stimulator of proinflammatory cytokines. The study directive was to see if the 
cytokine response to this endotoxin would be affected by photoperiod. This is the immunostimulant of 
choice and previous studies in cattle indicated that it would result in scientifically appropriate results. A 
literature search (Medline using the keywords; photoperiod, bovine, immune and lipc^olysaccharide in 
random order) did not reveal any other acceptable immunostimulants. The dose was selected to induce a 
minimal clinical effect and appropriate supportive care was given if clinical signs were apparent.
